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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments add limitations not previously presented. The broadest reasonable interpretation 
of "steerable wheel mounted rotatably" as recited in the claims finally rejected in the Office action dated 10/30/06 does not require the 
wheel to be mounted "to said inclined telescopically adjustable member" as amended claim 1 now recites. Furthermore. Mund/s frame 
rails are adjustable, contrary to applicant's argument on page 7, second paragraph. The holes (76, 78, 80) allow the the frame rails to be 
adjusted to different positions that would adjust the distance between the axis of rotation and the frame. The frame of Mundy is not "fixed" 
or "non-adjustable". Examiner thanks applicant for pointing out the examiner's statement of "neither Mundy nor Tunkers teach the 
distance between the axis of rotation and the frame being adjustable", however, upon a more careful reading of the Mundy disclosure, 
strut (45, 47) of Mundy allows the frame to automaticallly adjust said distance depending on the terrain being traversed by the chair - this 
response applies to applicant's arguments against the rejection of claim 12 also. Furthermore, the distance between the axis of rotation of 
the steerable wheel and the frame of Mundy is adjusted when frame rail is moved from one mounting hole (76, 78, 80); to another. 
Examiner also notes that the term "substantially vertical" has been given proper weight and attention in the final rejection. Regarding 
claims 10 and 1 1, the subject matter is clearly in the clamping and telescopic tube area, rendering the references as analogous art, no 
novel features are disclosed by applicant that would have not been previously applied in solving similar clamping and telescopic tube 
problems. 
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
